WALLACE IS SCORED. 


Taft Says HeJ Changed Position Over 
Night “ For Mere Lucre.” 


PRESIDEN T APPROVES 


Inform s Chief Engineer of Isthmian 


(anal Commission That Action 


of Secretary of War He. 
reives Ills Sanction. 


W ashington, Ju n e 30.—C harging him 
w ith changing hts position over night 
“for m ere lucre," and being influenced 
solely “by personal advantage," S ecre­ 
tary T aft in his conference In New 
York on Ju n e 26 w ith John F. W allace, 
chief engineer of the P anam a canal, 
a fte r ad m inistering a severe rebuke to 
him, requested his resignation on the 
ground th a t "public Interest requires 
th at you tender your resignation at 
this m om ent and tu rn over the records 
of your office to the chairm an of the 
com m ission.'' 
T his fa c t Is disclosed In an official 
statem en t issued from *he office of th* 
secretary of w ar and which review s 
the relations of Mr. W allace w ith the 
w ar d ep artm en t and the com m ission 
since the la tte r body's reorganisation 
last spring, quoting the several ex ­ 
pressions of the chief engineer of his 
satisfactio n w ith the entire a r r a n g e ­ 
m ent, and then gives practically a v er­ 
batim aeeount of the conference be­ 
tween S ecretary Taft and Mr. W allace 
In New York, which concluded w ith 
the subm ission to S ecretary T aft of 
Mr. W allace's resignation. 
The s ta te ­ 
m ent issued T hursday com iudes w ith 
the presid en t’s li tter to Mr. W allace, 
dated C am bridge. Mass., Ju n e 28, which 
reads: 
“Your resignation as m em ber and 
chief engineer of the Isthm ian canal 
comm i isdon, 
tendered 
In 
accordance 
w ith the request of S ecretary T aft, 
which request under the circum stances 
has m y en tire approval, is hereby a c ­ 
cepted to take effect im m ediately. Very 
tru ly yours, 
“THEODORA ROOSEVELT." 
The sta tem en t show s th a t Mr. W al­ 
lace m ade no com plaint ag ain st any of 
his a ssista n ts. 
Secr»tary T aft returned to W ashing­ 
ton T hursday and wen* *t once to his 
house, w here he sum m oned Mr. Shonts. 
chairm an of the Isthm ian canal com ­ 
m ission, and W illiam Nelson Crom well, 
the counsel for the com m ission. They 
a t once entered upon th e p rep aratio n 
of $he sta tem en t which w as not ready 
for 
publication 
until late 
T h u rsd ay 
night, the secretary m eantim e talk in g 
w ith the president over th e long d is­ 
tance telephone a t O yster Ray.

statem en t w as Issued by direction of 
the president, its m ain features having 
been agreed upon when Secretary’ T aft 
saw the president a t H arv ard u n iv er­ 
sity early in the week.

w ere closed and gradually the sailo rj 
w ere driven Into

aw ay

parent. 
If Navasota advances no 
more rapidly in the next five years 
than she has in the past five, we 
may all be doing business here, 
but it is doubtful. 
The advance­

er abundance, and there are eev 
eral of them now. 
W hat is to be done or what can 
be done to check the trend of re­ 
trogression we do not attempt to 
suggest.

that the wheat in this county will 
make from ten to twenty bushels 
of grain per acre. 
Mr. Editor, come up and bring 
some of our good 
friends from 
Brazos county with you, as this 
country with its coat of green 
grass, its herds of fat cattle, horses 
and 
sheep, its fields of golden 
grain and dark green forage crops, 
dotted here and there with gmall 
patches of cotton, is a glorious 
sight to behold. 
Our old friend, S. I 
harvesting his oats, 
very good. 
Mr. T. J. Sawyer is farming in 
earnest; he has about decided that 
this is a farming country. 
I hope Brazos county will ex­ 
port that carload of cheap hands to 
W. I. T. of Oklahoma. 
Men from 
East Texas can hardly get used to 
aigh priced labor. 
I have never 
done a day’s work since I came to 
the plains for lees than $1.00 per 
day and board; have received here 
as high as $3.50 per day. 
I have 
experienced no trouble in securing 
work, but will say one cannot 
chooae the location, as I came in 
last week from a job 45 miles from 
nome.

Hail Marco*, Texas. 
June 29, 1905. 
Editor* Eagle: 
I receive the Eagle every week, 
and it is a source of all the good 
news. 
Bryan will wake up after 
all and have the electric line from 


Bryan to College. 
We hear the 
question discussed in these parts. 
Land around San Marcos sells 
from $50 to HOO per acre, but I 
see ne advantage this country has 
4)ver old Brazos. 
This is a beauti 
ful country with 
its 
mountain 
scenery and caves. 
I 
had the 
pleasure of exploring one of these 
large caves. 
We entered the cave 
about 5:30 in the afternoon, my 
companion and I, led by a guide. 
We 
not gone far when the 
guide halted and lighted a lantern, 
which we found to be very useful 
before we returned. 
We went 
through narrow plaoes, over huge 
rock and down ladders until we 
were more than IOO feet under the 
ground. 
Our little underground 
trip was not at all uneventful, our 
guide stopping and letting us ad 
mire the wonders and mysteries of 
old Mother Earth. We could stand 
on one rock and look down and 
only wonder where the bottom 
could be— concealed by darkness 
One place, a large spacious room, 
was pointed out to us as being a 
efuge for outlaws in the early 
days of Texas— bere the desperate 
characters 
would 
hide and 
en 
gage in 
gambling and drinking. 
Entering this place we found a 
pool of water as clear as crystal— 
pure freestone water—and to our 
great amazement found a pipe ex­ 
tending from the surface of the 
ground to this pool of water. 
On 
inquiry it was ascertained that the 
pipe led to a pump. 
We 
were 
-then IOO feet from the surface and 
IOO yards from the place where we 
entered the cave. 
We found all 
kinds of rocks and curiosities— 
a wonderful place to observe the 
wonders and beauties abounding 
on every side. 
Our next trip of exploration was 
out on the Han Marcos river—the 
most beautiful stream in Texas. 
No wonder the thirsty Indians, 
upon 
beholding this river, 
ex­ 
claimed, “ Beautiful Texas!” 
The 
river rises from the foot of a large 
mountain; at one point a spring 
boils up in midstream, and the 
river is fifty or sixty feet deep. 
So 
clear is the river that fish can he 
seen swimming 20 or 25 feet be 
low the surface. 
From this river 
the city of San Marcos obtains its 
water supply. 
To add to Nature’s beauties anc! 
wonders, there is the government 
fi«h hatchery, located by the banks 
of the river. 
In the hatchery is 
an artesian well 700 feet deep and 
supplying an enormous quantity 
of water from a ten-inch pipe. We 
were also shown by our excellent 
naturalist, S. W. Stanfield, a spec­ 
imen of fish 
which 
had 
been 
brought up by the artesian well. 
It was a blind fish. 
It was sent 
to a New York naturalist who on 
examination found it to be a new 
species of blind fish, and named it 
“Typhlomolge Bathbuni.” 
So you see, Mr. Editors. San 
Marcos is a wonderful place.
